A native of Budapest, Hungary, 
and a brilliant physicist, Dr Toil 
or, 46, was one of the first men 
on the famed atomic bomb Man 
hattan Project 
A fellow scientist 
with him then says of Teller today: 
“ It’s doubtful that anyone would 
vant to claim parentage for the 
unbelievable force of the hydrogen 
bond), which threatens to change 
the course of history overnight But 
if you want to point a finger at one 
man and call him the father of it 
you’d point to Dr Teller, although 
a lot of other men have contribut 
iid, too,” 
Dr Teller eame to the U. S 
in 
1935 to teach physics at George 
Washington University. It’s as ton 
ishing that the following words tak 
on from a routine lecture he de­ 
livered in 1938 actually explain the 
hydrogen bomb: 
nuclear reactions liberate 
energy a million times greater than 
that obtained frorn any chemical 
reaction ” 
the star- which produce 
the most energy have a high con 
tent of ‘combustible’ nuclei such 
as lithium and particularly heavy 
hydrogen . 
these nuclei burn 
in an atmosphere of hydrogen.” 


Almost 
before 
radiation 
“ fall 
out” from the first atomic explo­ 
sion over Japan had reached the 
ground, Dr Teller was predicting 
the development of the hydrogen 
bomb.

vineed that it is not difficult to 
construct bombs which will dwarf 
the Hiroshima bond) in the same 
way that bomb has dwarfed high 
explosives ” 
A year earlier Dr 
Teller had 
held a seminar among scientists 
at Los Alamos, N 
M , the secret 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission lab 
which produced the tirst A bomb 
During it he explained in great de 
tail his theoretical and mechanical 
solutions to the problems of mak 
ing a hydrogen bomb.

Fuchs, later convicted a1- a Rus 
sian espionage agent Close friends 
of Dr Teller say that his reali/.a
